The approval of the Secretary, Forward Markets Com- 
mission under sub-section (1) of Section 11 of the Forward 
Contracts (Regulation) Act, 1952 (74 of 1952) read with 
S.O. 1162, dated the 4th May 1960 has been obtained to 
the following amendments made to the Bye-laws of the 
Adoni Groundnutseeds and Oil Merchants Association 
Ltd., Adoni.

2. In Bye-law 25 — 

(i) for the figure and words “20 maunds” the figures 
and letters “200 kgs.” and for the figures and 
word, “1,000 maunds”, the figures and letters 
“11,000 kgs.” shall be substituted. 

(ii) after the word “closing” and before the word 
“market” in line 3, the word “ready” shall be in- 
serted. 

3. In Bye-law 37, for the words and figures “of 0-1-0 per 
maund” the letter and figures “of 5 nF. per 10 kgs,” shall 
be substituted. 


9. In clause (b) of Bye-law 61, for the figures and word 
"1,000 maunds” the figures and letters “11,000 kgs.” shall 
be substituted. 

10. In Bye-law 63A, for the figure and word “3,000 
maunds” the figure and letters “33,000 kgs.” shall be 
substituted. 

11. In Bye-law 70, for the figures and words “0-1-0 per 
maund”, wherever they occur, *the figures, letters and 
word “5 nP, per 10 kgs.” shall be substituted. 

12. In Bye-law 71, for the figures and words “0-4-0 per 
maund” the figures, word and letters “23 nP. per 10 kgs.” 
shall be substituted. 

13. In Bye-law 71(A), for the words “annas eight per 
maund” the figures, letters and words “40 nP. per 10 kgs.” 
shall be substituted. • 

14. In Bye-law 77, for the figures and letters "2-30 P.M.” 
the figures and letters “3-00 P.M.” shall be substituted. 

15. In Bye-law 78, for the words “annas eight or more 
per maund” wherever they occur, the figures, letters and 
words "45 nP. or more per 10 kgs.” shall be substituted. 

16. Bye-law 85 shall be deleted. 

17. In Bye-law 142, for the figure and words “0-1-0 per 
maund” the figures, letters, and words “5 nP. per 10 kgs." 
shall be substituted. 

18. In Bye-law 195, for the words “annas eight” the 
letters and figures "50 nP”, for the words “half annas” 
the figure and letters “3 nF.” and for the words "four 
annas”, the figures and letters “25 nP.” shall be substi- 
tuted. 


4. For Bye-law 39 the following shall be substituted, 
namely : — 

“39. Weighing, filling and soldering charges at 
Rs. 7.50 for filling 11,000 kgs. of oil in 60 drums 
(45 gallons capacity) or 80 drums (35 gallons 
capacity) shall be paid by the buyers to the 
sellers. In case of delivery in tins, Rs, 41.25 for 

11,000 kgs. of oil shall be paid by buyers to 
sellers with 5 nP. per 10 kgs, extra for weighing, 
filling and soldering in case the buyer demands 
uniform weight in tins. Where, however, non- 
uniform weight is allowed buyer shall pay total 
of Rs. 41.25 only. 

5. In Bye-law 41, for the letters and figure "Rs. 5/-” 
wherever they occur, the letters and figures “Rs. 4.50” and 
for the words “per maund” wherever they occur the word, 
letters and figures “per 10 kgs.” shall be substituted. 

6. In Bye-law 42, for the brackets, words, figures and 
letters “per maund of groundnutoil (24 5/8 lbs.)” the 
words, letters and figures “per 10 kgs. of groundnutoil” 
shall be substituted. 

7. In clause (b) of Bye-law 45, for the figures and words 
“1,000 maunds of 24 5/8 lbs.” the figures and letters 
“11,000 kgs.” shall be substituted. 

8. At the end of Bye-law 53, the following proviso shall 
be added, namely: — 

"Provided that the due date rates so fixed shall be 
subject to the maximum and minimum rates 
fixed, if any, under bye-law 222 (a) (3) (1)”. 


19. In Bye-law 197, for the words and figure “annas 8 
per maund”, the figures, letters and words “45 nP. per 
10 kgs.” shall be substituted. 

20. In Bye-law 213, for the table showing rates of 
margin payable in respect of oil, the following table 
shall be substituted, namely: —

21. In Bye-law 217, for the words, brackets and figures 
“annas four per wagon (1,000 maunds) or” the figures, 
brackets, words and letters “25 naya paise ner watron 
(11,000 kgs.) of” shall be substituted. 


22. In Bye-law 263, for the figures and words “1000 
maunds” the figures and letters “11,000 kgs.” shall be substi- 
tuted. 
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23. In Appendix 3 (in respect of the brokerage payable 
in oil): 

(i) for the words, letters, figure and bracket “Rs. 3/- 
(per 1,000 maunds of oil)’’ the words, letters, 
figures and brackets “Rs. 3 /- (per 11,000 kgs. of 
oil)’’ shall be substituted. 

(ii) (a) for the word “maunds” wherever it occurs, the 
word “kilograms” shall be substituted. 

(b) for the word “maund” the figures and letters 
“10 kgs.” shall be substituted. 

24. In Appendix 4 (in respect of the brokerage payable 
in oil):

(ii) for the word “maunds” wherever it occurs, the 
word “kilograms” shall be substituted. 

33. The following shall be added to the Bye-laws of the 
Association, namely, 

“265. For the purposes of hedge contracts for July 
1960, August 1960, September 1960 and October 
1960 deliveries the provisions of bye-laws l(xxiii), 
(xxiv), (xxv), 25, 37, 39, 41, 42, 45(b), 61(b), 63A, 
70, 71, 71(A), 78, 142, 197, 213, 217, 263 and Appen- 
dices 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10, 12 and 14 as they stood 
immediately before 2nd August 1960 shall be 
applicable and for the purpose of hedge contracts 
for November 1960 delivery and subsequent deli- 
veries, the said provisions as amended on the 
aforesaid date shall be applicable.” 


In pursuance of the proviso to sub-section (4) of Section 
11 of the said Act, the Secretary, Forward Markets Com- 
mission has dispensed with the condition of previous 
publication of the above amendments in the interest of 
the trade.
